"A Little Knowlcdf e ..." 
By BROOKE PETERS CHURCH 
Reading modern novel*, one can- 


not but be startled at the number ot 
lives which have been warped by 
unfortunate occurrences in chlld- 
toot:. 


One's first reaction after some of 


the gloomiest of these effusions ia 
surprise that the author lived to tell 
the tale or that, having lived, be 
escaped the insane asylum or Jail. 


But on second thought it becomes 


evident that the average of normal- 
ity in tha human race ia still pretty 
high, and ibat there must be some 
other factor at work to produce such 
"malice, hatred and all oncharitable- 
ness" toward parents and environ- 
ment which these books b*tray. 


"A litUe knowledge is a dangerous, 


thing." and up to date the findings 
ot psychology are pitifully tiny 
when one considers the amount of 
material to work on. Even out ot tbe 
most abnormal childhood t h e r * 
sometimes spring happy adults. Un- 
fortunately tbey are not th* oaea 
who go to psychiatrists or make In- 
teresting reading. 


It the medical world saw only the 


chronically ill. the victims of tuber- 
culosis and diabetes or heart-dis- 
eaa*. it would be In tbe position of 
tbe psychiatrist today. Tbe authors 
who have the psychological patter, 
aad most authors have It. are also 
for the most part versed In abnor- 
mal psychology. 


Hyper-sensitive parents, who 


themselves are unfitted to stand the 
shocks and strains of living, are 
very apt to produce children of the 
same kind. Their reactions are mir- 
rored In the plastic mind* and emo- 
tion* ot the young.

Franklin 
wrote to his daughter: "For my part. 
I wish the bald eagle had not bee* 
chosen as the represcntaUre of our 
country; he Is a bird of bad moral 
character; be does not g« his llrins; 
honestly: yon may 
DST* seen him 


perched on some dead tree, where, too 
laiy to flsh for himself, he watches 
the libor of (he fishing-hawk, and. 
when that diligent bird has at length 
taken a fish, and Is bearing It to his 
•eat for the anpport of his mate and 
young ones, the bald eagle pursues 
him, and takes it from him. With all 
this Injustice he Is never In pood case; 
but. like those among men who lire by 
sharping and robbing, he ls generally 
poor, and often rery loot?. Baatdea. 
be Is a rank coward: the llttto king- 
bird, not bigger than a sparrow, at- 
tacks him boldly, and drives hint oat 
•f tbe district-
